FRANCE POWERLESS, 
GERMAN ENVOYS SAY

Paris, April 4.—The German 
delegation in Paris tonight de- 
scribed the Ruhr situation: in 
Such terms that France would 
seem powerless to resent with 
| force an admitted violation of 
the peace treaty. 

Admitting that the troops are 
in forbidden territory, it Was 
held that .since the situation 
looked so seriowts that the Ger- 
man government felt justified in 
sending them there, matters 
have probably not improved suffi- 
clently as yet to warrant the risk 
of their withdrawal. 

“No government,” it was de- 
clared, “could tolerate the occu- 
pation of Frankfort and Darm- 
stadt by the French and remain 
in power. The execution of the 
French threat would sa hme 

pitate a fresh revolution a 
increase the diffictilties of the 
‘allies. From their viewpoint the 
greatest danger is of a revolu- 
tion of the right rather than of 

the left.’ , 

Talephone reports from Fissen 
tonight deacribed fighting there 
with many wounded, The loot- 
ing of houses has begun.

Paris, April 4.—Nothing has yet 
been announced regarding France's 
next ster with regard to the send- 
ing of German troops into the Ruhr 
coal basin, with the exception ofa 
vague official statement which says 
that any military measures the 
French government has under con- 
sideration are merely for the pur- 
pose of forcing Germany to adhere 
strictly to the ternis of the peace 
treaty. 

“The military measures under the 
government's consideration have as 
their sole object the recall of Ger- 
‘many to respect for Articles 42 and 
44 of the peace treaty, which forbid 
the presence of German troops in 
the zone 60 kilometers east of the 
Rhine,” the statement says. “They 
are, therefore, purely restrictive 
measures.” 

Occupation Seen. 

“The terms used in the official 
‘statement are measures of “as- 
treinte,” a legal expression convey- 
ing the idea of both penalty and 
constraint. Such measures are taken 
by the afternoon newspapers to 
mean the occupation of Frankfort, 
Hanau, Homburg and Darmstadt. 
The newspapers express the belief 
that official announcement of the 
occupation is only awaiting Premier 
Millerand’s notification of and con- 
sultation with the allies.

Chattanooga, Tenn. April 4.—The 
Tennessee river had reached a stage 
of 42.8 feet by dark here tonight; 
was steadily rising, and promiged to 
reach the crest of 43% feet some 
time before morning 

All during the hours of last night 
and today, families were being 
moved from their homes as the flood 
waters took possession. The school 
buildings were a mass of humanity, 
and furniture, all worldly posses- 
sions of ‘the refugees being carif4ed 
along. \ 
Plants Submerged. 

All that section including the 
baseball park and the acres of low- 
Knob, the 
hoadquartefs of General Ulysses 8S. 
Grant during the battle of Missiona- 
ry Ridge, was covered by many feet 
of water, and the resifents, most of 
them negroes, were busy moving 
out all during’ the day. In the 
southern part of the. city many 
tesideces were éntirely stibmerged, 
while families couldbe seen loung- 
Ing on their porches at many places, 
with the water literally lapping over 
the sills. In thts section, also, sev- 
eral piants were inadndated. All the 
brick manufacturing plants elong 
the river have been forced to shut 
down. 

Crowds Look On. 

Travel by the main pike to Look- 
out mountain and St. Elmo has been 
halted by an overflow at the latter 
suburb, while all roadways leading 
to Signal mountain are submerged. 

The sections of the city covered by 
water have been the Mecca for the 
Master crowds today, thousands lin- 


ing the high points and watching 
the rising tide and the efforts of the 
Victims and activities of the refu- 
gees in moving from their homes. 
On account of the prompt action 
of the city authorities there hae 
been little suffering among the vic- 
tims of the flood, past experience

Toledo, Ohio, April 4.—With 
street car service at a as~tandatill 
owing to the strike of car men, 
and with a blinding snow and ice 
storm raging all day, Toledo today 
appeared like a deserted village. 

At the first signsgof the storm 
operators of the makeshift bus 
service scurried to shelter and erst- 
while street car patrons were com- 
pelled to employ taxicabs to get to 
Easter services or to work. 

The blizzard was one of the worst 
that ever visited this section even 
in winter, according to the weather 
bureau. 

It was sald today at headquarters 
of the car men that resumptién of 
trolley service is impossible until 
the city council ratifies an agree- 
ment entered into by Mayor Schre!l- 
ber, officials of the Toledo Rallways 
and Light company and the car op- 
erators. This would grant a max- 
imum increase in wages to 60 cents 
an hour and would. increase the car 
fare from 6 cents to 7 cents at all 
hours of the day, in addition to the 
regular charge of 2 cents for a 
transfer.

The car men 
held a meeting today and decided 
to demand pay at the new wage 
rate for all the time they are idle.

GENERAL SBERT 
UTS ARMY LF 


Retires on Full Pay, Un- 

der Act of Congress 
Passed After Comple- 
tion of Panama Canal. 
Leaves for Home. 


Major General W. lL. Sibert gave 
up the command of Camp Gordon yea. 
terday and, retiring from the army, 
left last night for his farm near 
Bolling Green, Ky. 

This leavea Colonel Charles R. 
Noyes, senior officer at Camp Gor- 
don, intemporary command of that 
post. 

Genera] Sibert retired under an 
act of congress passed several years 
ago upon the tompletion of the Pan- 
ama Canal. By act of congress, the 
four general officers 
the construction of the Panama 
canal, Generals Goethals, Gorgas, 
Sibert and Hodges, were given the 
privilege of retiring from the army 
on full pay at any time they chose 
to do so in advance of the regulation 
retirement age of 64 yeara, 

Generals Goethals and Gorgas took 
advantage of this privilege some 
time ago, and General Sibeft gave 
notice to the war department sev- 
eral days ago that he was ready to 
retire under the terms of that act. 
He received notice on Saturday that 
hia retirement would be made ef- 
fective on April 4, and he according- 
ly turned over the command of 
Camp Gordon to Colonel Noyes Swn- 
day, and left for Kentucky at night. 

On being asked as to his plans for 
the future, General Sibert said: 

“I will take a few weeks’ rest on 
my Kentucky farm, and after that I 
will probably resume my engineer- 
ing work. I have made no definite 
plans for the future, but I have a 
number of propositions under con- 
sideration, 

“I retired from the army because 
after a long and active life in en- 
gineering work, I am not content to 
settle down to:the humdrum routine 
of camp command.” 

General Sibetr was the govern- 
ment engineer in full charge of the 
construction of the Gatun dam of 
the Panama canal, spending seven 
years at that work. He went to 
France in 1917, and had full direc- 
ton of the manufatture of gases 
for the use of the American troops. 

He returned to this country in 
charge of that branch of the war 
department. 

He differed with the secretary of 
war in the matter-of making that 
branch a permanent bureau of the 
war department, the secretary of 
war opposing such action by con- 
gress. 

‘Congress sustained the position 
of General Sibert, and he was soon 
after relieved of the direction of 
that department, and assigned to 
the command of Camp Gordon. He 
had been in Atlanta only about one

State of Treasury De- 
clared Desperate If Ex- 
penses of Government 
Continue Unbridled, 
Says House Leader. 


DEBT DECREASE NOT 
KEY TO SITUATION 


Income Exceeded $200,- 
000,000 by Outlay in 
Nine Months of Fiscal 
Year, He Asserts. 


Washington, April 4.—Governe- 
ment expenditures have exceeded 
the revenues “from all sources” by 
more than $200,000,000 during the 
first nine months of this fiscal 
year, and the reduction of $706,000,- 
000 in the floating debt last month 
ls only a “temporary” condition, 
Representative Mondell, Wyoming, 
republican leader, declared today in 
a Statemént. cconomy alone, he 
said, could avert a “calamitous 
crisis.” 

Immediately upon the “temporary 
reduction” in the floating debt, Mr. 
Mondell declared the treasury was 
“In the market for further loans 
and this month must dispose of a 
further large volume of temporary 
certificates,” 

Government financing by short- 
term me 4 he added, is such ag 
“may bring a tremendous increase 
the very next day, week or month,” 
after an apparent reduction for a 
comparattve period. 

He Sees Menace. 

Citing the two and one-half mil- 
lion dollar war deficit as “not cov- 
ered by bonds or provided for by 
ourrent revenues,” the republican 
leader said that such a sum to be 
carried by short-term notes was “a 
serious menace at any time,” and 
particularly when the country was 
trying to recover from the war. 

“The increasing gravity of the 
difficulties arising out of this enor- 
mouse volume of indebtedness that 
must be renewed from time to 
time,” sald Mr. Mondell, “is indi- 
cated by the fact that while all of 
these certificates that were offered 
sold readily in the spring and sum. 
mer of 1917 bearing an interest rate 
of 3 per cent, less than $200,000,000 
of a recent treasury offering of cer- 
tificates at 4% per cent were sold 
and the treasury will be in the mar- 
ket in the very near future for 
loans on short-term certificates at 
4%, with the probabilities that the 
rate will have to be satill further 
advanced and may go to 6 per cent, 
or twice the interest rate of three 
years ago..” 

Reduction Necessary. 

Treasury officials, the statement 
continued, “have handled a trying 
Situation most admirably,” but they» 
“cannot avert disaster unléss we 
keep public expenditures oeitin 
our incomes.” An actual reMuction 
of public debt, Mr. Mondell added, 
is necessary during the next fiscal 
year beginning July 1, “to sustain 
national credit.” 

Congress, Mr. Mondell predicted, 
would grant appropriations for the 
next year of $1,250,000,000 less than 
estimated by government depart- 
ments, which asked for approxi- 
mately $6,000,000,000 for all pur- 
poses. 

“Further bond issues,” concluded 
the statement, “could only be float- 
ed at greatly increased § interest 
rates, at the cost of a considerable 
reduction in the market value of 
Outstanding government securities, 
with the grave danger of wrecking 
the specie basis of our currency, 
with the certainty of increasing the 
price of commodities and further 
enhancing the cost of living. -Under 
these conditions a further bond is- 
sue is unthinkable.”

Bitter Battle Predicted in 
Louisiana Legislature on 


May 10—State Has 
Chance to Be “Famous 
‘\. Thirty-Sixth.” 


New Orleans, April 4.—A bitter 
fight in the Louisiana legislature 
over the woman suffrage issue is 
being predicted by authorities on 
State politics, particularly in the 
event that Louisiana is offered the 
chance to accept or reject the prop- 
osition to become the “thirty-sixth 
State.” Whe legislature meets May 
10, the’ first scheduled assembly aft- 
er Delaware. 

In the first place, woman suf- 
fragists themselves are divided on 
ratification of the federal amend- 
ment.. Mrs. Lydia Wickliffe Holmes, 
State chairman of the national 


woman's party. is leading the fight 
for ratification. With the indica- 
tions that Louisiana wil) be the 
State to occupy the position recent- 
ly held by Mississippi, Mrs. Holmes’ 
lieutenants have been ordered to 
work especially hard to secure fa- 
' vVorable action. 

Miss Kate Gordon and Miss Jean 
Gordon, ardent suffragists for many 
years and widely known as effi- 
cient organizers, have conducted 
intensive campaigns against suf- 
frage by federal amendment. They 
seek suffrage only by state enact- 
ment, holding to the supremacy of 
State’s rights. 

Parker for Suffrage. 

Governor Ruffin G. Pleasant has 
consistently opposed any woman 
suffrage privileges granted in any 
way which would violate the doc- 
trine of state’s rights. He is kfiown 
to have many followers. Governor 
Pleasant, however, will go out of 
office May 4 and will be succeeded 
by John M. Parker, avowed expo- 
nent of woman suffrage, which he 
urged in practically every speech 
he made during the recent bitter 
gubernaforial campaign. He inci- 
dentally assisted in drafting the 
progressive party’s platform of 1916, 
in which woman suffrage was made 
an important plank. An advocate of 
State’s rights, he nevertheless, has 
promised his support to the cause of 
national suffrage. 

“Machine” Not Opposed. 

Although the attitude of the lead- 
ers of the New Orleans “organiza- 
tion” is not positively known at 
present, Mayor Behrman, in the 
past, has opposed suffrage. He is 
the recognized leader of ‘the city 
“organization.” Suffragists claim. 
however, that it has been strongly 
intimated to them that the “organ- 
ization’ will not actively oppose 
favorable action at this time. 

The 1920 legislature will have 
about seventy-five new members, 
constituting the unknown quantity.

President ilson last week cabled 
that he saw no reason why Germany 
should not use her own troops in 
suppressing the reported outbreaks 
in the Ruhr district. Premier Mil- 
lerand, however, without consulting , 
the other allied powers, warned Ger- 
many to do no such thing, and when 
Germany went ahead and did so, 
Millerand further warend that if the 
Ebert troops weer not immediately 
withdrawn, “the worst conse- 
quences” might ensue. This was 
regardedhere as tantamount to an 
actual threat of possible resumption 
of hostilities. 

It is felt here that if there oc- 
curred an armed clash between 
France and Germany over Ger- 
many’s Violations of the treaty ar- 
ticles, Presidernt iWlson would be 
forced to withdraw American troops 
from the scene. There are now ap- 
proximately 15,000 such troops doing 
police work in Germany, for the 
most part at Coblenz. Public senti- 
ment, as conceived by officials here, 
is such that the American people, 
weary of the bickering of the allied 
nations over the terms of peace, 
would not countenance sending 
American soldiers into an outbreak 
between the French and Germans. 
And, in addition, the United States 
senate having failed to ratify the 
treaty, the American government v 
not botind by any of the provisions 
of the document. 

- Of course no one knows what the 
president may decide to do as a re- 
sult of the serious situation in which 
the Germans and French are becom- 
ing involved, It would surprise no 
one, however, if the president sent a 
sharp warning taht the United 
States would participate in no mili- 
tary movements that might be con- 
templated to. coerce the Germans. 

~ In view of the senate’s failure to 
act on the treaty, however, Presi- 
dent Wilson’s influence in Europe 
naturally is not great. Testimony 
of this is given in the French policy 
of ignoring him entirely in their 
present course. 

The question with many officials 
and diplomats here today was: 

“Will the president, his wishes 
ignored both abroad and in the sén- 
ate at home, give up his fight for 
the league of nations and decide not 
to send the treaty back to the senate 
for ratification?” 

Those who answer this question 
in the affirmative say that. the 
present clash between France and 
Giermany, with all of its possibil- 
ities, is only one evidence of | 
the United States would get into 
she were in the league. Then add 
that if France goes ahead toward 
her original objectives, contrary to 
Wilson’s contentions at Paris, he 
cannot but announce that, so far 
as America is concerned, the treaty 
of Versailles is dead and the United 
States will make its own peace with 
Germany.

Charge That Senate Hid 
Behind Treaty When It 
Should Have Been Con- 
sidering Means of Low- 
ering Prices, Has Led 


Senators to Discussion. 


Washington,*April 4.—The asser- 
tion by Senator Henry F. Ashurst, 
of Arizona,, on the senate floor that 
the American people are more ex- 
cited over “bacon and beans” than 


the treaty as a political issue, has 
given rise to much speculation on 
the cost of living question as a 
possible campaign topic. ‘ 

The charge that the senate has 
been hiding behind the treaty, when 
it should have been considering 
means of lowering prices, has led 
Senators to ask if legislation could 
materially effect reduction of costs. 
The answer is generally “no.” Here 
are a few views of senators and rep- 
resentatives gathered at random: 

Senator Colt, republican from 
Rhode Island, said, “Supposing I'd 
tell you that thé high cost of living 
is due to four causes, namely, cur- 
rency, inflation, lack of production, 
poor transportation, and profiteer- 
ing.” 

Says Both Parties to Blame. 

“Congress could enact legislation 
against the latter only: it is the 
least important. Furthermore, re- 
publicans and democrats are equally 
to blame for high prices—the demo- 
crats for starting them and the re- 
publicans for not trying to finish 
them.” 

“The economic situation must 
work itself out,” said Representa- 
tive Ech, of Wisconsin: “We are in 
a yeasty stage after the war. It is 
doubtful whether or not legislation 
would help. 

“I get many letters urging reduc- 
tion of the cost of living, but no tan- 
gible solution. In the conference on 
the railroad bill, President Stone, 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Einvinoers, declared the brotherhood 
would rather have reduction of thes 
cost of l'ving than a raise in wages. 
I asked him how he would have us 
reduce prices, and he had no plan to 


offer.” 

Senator Phelan, democrat, of Cali- 
fornia, thought the cost of living a 
world problem. “Congress cannot 
enact legislation against the law of 
supply and demand,” he, said; “the 
cost of living is the fault of the 
people—they won't live reasonably. 

“They can force prices down in 
San Francisco. Club women ‘phone 
every market every morning to get 
prices and see who is profiteering. 
The results are published in the 


papers, and everybody patronizes 
the reasonable markets. 


Women on Far Hats. 


“People want to spend their 
money. There is the celebrated il- 
lustration of the hat company which 
put out women’s fur hats for $15 
and sold none. They telegraphed all 
agencies to label the hats $35, and 
they sold right away.” 

Senator Capper, republican from 
Kansas, would not be surprised to 
see the cost of living resolved into 
a tangible campaign plank, he 
said. 

“It is a paramount issue before 
the people,” Capper said. “The 
democratic administration will be 
on the defensive. We have enough 
legislation to prevent profiteering. 
but the department of justice won't 
do anything.”? 

Capper blames high prices on the 
profiteers, primarily. “The money 
is not being made by the farmers,” 
he said; “they are getting 40 per 
cent less than they did during the 
war for their products. But prices 
have not ‘gone down. But the money 
is made almost’overnight by the big 
fellows, the manipulators, the 
profiteers.” 

Blames Inflated Currency. 

“Inflated currency is to blame,” 
declared Senator King, a democrat 
from Utah. “We can’t lower prices 
until we get rid of this redundant 
currency. Congress could do that. 
In the war we created more money; 
now everyone has it and is spend- 
ing it.’ ; 

“More work and less waste” is the 
remedy urged by Senator Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia. “That’s what will 
bring down the cost of living, and 
it’s the only thing. The people are 
concerned over the problem al) 
right, but the issue can never be 
worked into the campaign.” 

Meantime, according to the pres- 
ent legislative program, congress 
will steer clear of any cost-of-living 
legislation this session, and will ad- 
journ with the idea of leaving the 
question to the campaign and the 
next congress.

the radical element of the red army 
in pitched battles in the _ streets.

tossed. There was house-to-house 
fighting in some quarters. Four 
citizens were killed and a number 
were injured. 

A child was killed on the PRelgian 
side of the Rhine and a Belgian 
soldier was shot in the hand, The 
reichswehr and red casualties, it is 
officially announted, were light. 

Artillery Used. 

The reichswehr came to Duisburg 
in two contingents, the Sixty-second 
regiment marching south from 
Wesel through Hamborn and Dins- 
laken fnto Ruhrort and the remain- 
der flanking in east of Duisburg. 
The contingents arrived simulta- 
neously at 3 
noon. 

The detachmént of police under- 
took to search houses for resisting 
reds, while the government artil- 
lery took up a position north of 
the old gates of Duisburg, from 
which spot it placed shots where 
the reds were grouped, principally 
in the high school grourds. 

The first shots were fired in 
Kaiserberg, on the eastern edge of 
the city. Fgehting son followed in 
the down-town streets of DuisSburg, 
the reichswehr advancing from 
corner to corner, driving the reds 
before them. The reds fought in 
small groups, sometimes only three 
or four manning a machine gun, 
supplementing its fire with rifles. 

Battle at 50 Yards. 

The severest firing was in Sonne- 
wall street. The reichswehr en- 
tered the street at the north and 
from an open square with machine 
guns. The reds, with their ma- 
chine guns, stood at a range of 50 
yards. 55 

The sweeping fire of both sides 
shivered half the store windows. 
The gutters were piled high with 
glass so pulverized that it resembled 
piles of drifted shaved ice when the

, It 1s detrimental to the public 
welfare; and it constitutes a men- 
ace to peace and order that ought 
to be removed. 

Expedition—reasonable, and con- 
servative to a degree insuring ab- 
solute justice—in court procedure, 
regardless of the monetary equa- 
tion, would remove it. 


CRIME AND JURY DUTY. 

Refusing to excuse prospective 
jurors from service in his court, a 
superior court judge in Kansas City 
the other day charged responsibil- 
ity “for the crime wave in Kansas 
City” largely to business men who 
sought to evade jury duty. 

We are not prepared to pass 
upon the crime situation in Kansas 
City; but as to causes the pre- 
sumption is that coniitions there 
are little if any different in funda- 
mentals from those in the average 
American .community. If so, the 
charge made by this judge is not 
the whole truth. 

Every right-thinking American 
will agree that citizens of all 
classes should freely and willingly 
discharge their civic obligations, of 
which jury service is an important 
one; but ‘o declare flatly that the 
efforts of any class of citizens to 
evade such service is responsible 
for a “wave of crime” goes to an 
extreme. 

The Kansas City Star, taking is- 
sue with the judge, attributes the. 
crime situation in its community 
more to “rotten politics’—by which 
unworthy men get into office, 
where they can give protection to 
criminal practices and to criminals 
—than to, the selfishness of busi- 
ness men who shirk their citizen- 
ship duties. 

That, in our opinion, to a very 
great extent explains the whys and 
wherefores of “crime waves” every- 
where, on the theory that crime, 
like everything else that is gov- 
erned by natural laws, seeks and 
pursues the course of least resist- 
ance. The criminal shuns peril, 
and naturally gravitates to popu- 
lation centers where there is, first, 
the least danger of his being 
caught; and, second, where, if 
caught, there is the greatest likeli- 
hood of his escaping the legal maxi- 
mum of punishment for his guilt. 

The ideal community, so far as 
protection against crime is con- 
cerned, is that whose law-enforce- 
ment officials are alert, diligent 
and fearless in the discharge of 
their duties; the public, business 
men and everybody else, willing at 
all times to serve on juries or in 
any other capacity in the interests 
of the public welfare; and judges 
careful, even to the point of sev- 
erity, to impose maximum penalty 
upon every convicted offender 
against law and common right. 

Let a city attain a reputation as 
being such a community as that 
and it will soon be black-listed and 
avoided by the criminal element 
from one end of the land to the 
other! 

But let a city become known as 
one whose peace officers either do 
not take their duties seriously, or 
are inefficient or corrupt; and one 
in which convicted criminals may 
escape harm by buying their way 
to freedom by the payment of fines 
—in other words, one in which 
crime can be made to pay div)- 
dends to the criminals—and crooks 
and thugs the country over look 
upon it as a fertile field and a 
haven; and they flock to it.

DESCRIBES LIFE 
LED BY GYPSIES 


Gypsy Pat Smith: Opens 
Revival Services at Bap- 
tist Tabernacle’ Sunday 
Morning. 


To describe psy life in Scot- 
land as Gypsy Pat Smith describes 
it, and to sing a song as he sings 
it, might be an ambition of which 
any orator or singer would be proud. 
For the gypsy boy, now a y no 
longer, told a Tabernacle audience 
last night the strange, rough life 
of a wanderer in a carravan, with 
& ragged tent for a roof at night, 
and told it in that rich Scotch 
brogue that is so peculiarly pleas- 
ing to the American ear. 

And he sang a song that was new 
to the Tabernacle congregation, and 
proved that his throat was made for 
melody as well as eloquence. 

He was born in a tent 26 years 
ago. It is a distinction to be born 
in a tent, he said, because every- 
body else is born in a house. From 
his boyhood days he wandered with 
the caravan through England, Ire- 
land and Scotland, put was the 
latter country he descri® as the 
place of his birth. 


Covered With Heather. 

“The mountains,” he said, “are 
covered with heather, and they 
change their colorg four times a 
year because the heather changes 
its color. In the spring they are 
green because the heather is green; 
in the summer purple, because the 
heather is purple; in the fall they 
are brown like the heather, and in 
the winter they are black and 
bleak, because that is the tint of 
the heather in winter.” 

“A gypsy does not steal things,” 
he continued, “but finds them, and 
s0 I had to go out and ‘find’ the 
breakfast, or beg for it. At noon I 
had to ‘find’ the dinner or some- 
thing that could be sold to buy it, 
and the same thing I had to do for 
the supper. If I failed to find the 
meal, I was thrashed and sent to 
bed supperless.” 

His tent was full of holes that 
had to be patched up with paper to 
keep out the rain, and his life was 
was so hard that when he reached 
France as a soldeir of the English 
army he thought it was a picnic as 
compared to the lot of the sypsy. 

Father Was Cruel. 

His father was curel and his mo- 
ther, though kind, knew nothing 
about Christianity; and at the age 
of eigtheen he was turned out of the 
humble tent because he had accepted 
Christianity. Six meiths later he led 
his mother to Christ, soon after 
which she died, and after that he 
brought the father, who had turn- 
ed him away, to the feet of the 
Savior. 

Prior to his conversion he was a 
fighter, a ringleader of toughs and 
“far down” as he expressed it. Aft- 
er his change of heart, he became 
not only a soldier of the cross, but 
rose in the ranks of the British 
army from a private to a captain, 
performing the duties of a major, 
and was wounded twice in the serv- 
ice of his country and the allies, 

Gypsy Smith’s sermon was based 
upon the text of Luke 23:33 “And 
when they were come to the place 
which is called Calvary, there they 
crucified. Him.” He described Cal- 
vary as the place where justice met 
satisfaction, where love met sorrow, 
where Christ met gin and where God 
meets the sinner and by His grace 
and power sets him free, 

The gypsy’s first sermon was de- 
livered Sunday morning, taking his 
text from the first chapter of Ephe- 
sians, and in it he referred many 
times to his gypsy life and suffer- 
ings, indicating that the period of 
his boyhood which was spent by the 
roadside had made a deep impres- 
sion on him. 


Worked as Blacksmith. 

When he renounced the gypsy 
camp and began the life of a Chris- 
tian, he worked as a blacksmith for 
nineteen shillings a week, which 
he computed into American money 
as four dollars. A strange contrast, 
he said, to the labor of snow shov- 
ellers in New York, who “looked at 
the snow for a dollar an hour.” 

The story was mentioned in con- 
nection with his effurts to buy a 
Bible which cost him many nights 
of labor that were put in after 
wearisome days at the forge. 

Gypsy Smith’s four books, which 
are his only books, are the Bible, 
the life of D. L. Moody, the Pil- 
grim’s Progress and the Crudens 
Concordance; but if the Bible was 
expensive the concordance was 
cheap, for it cost him only five cents 
at a Clydeside bookstore. 

The Evangelist’s singing is deli- 
cate and full of pathos. Thé choir 
and congregation quickly caught 
the words and the air, and sang 
with him without books or notes af- 
ter he had repeated the song two or 
three times. 

Gypsy Smith will speak tonight 
at 7 o’clock on his experience on the 
firing line, and tomorrow evening 
on the need of salvation. The revi- 
val meetings will be continued until 
April 22, and not to the 25th as or- 
iginally announced, because of plans 
which Mr. Smith has which will 
take him away. :

SOCIETIES OPERATE 
TO REDUCE Hi. 0. 


Three Thousand Co- 
operative Consumers’ Or- 
ganizations Now in Ex- 
istence, According to a 
Report to Labor Depart- 
ment. 


Washington, April 4.— Approx- 
imately 3,000 co-operative consum- 
ers’ societies now are operating in 
the United States to reduce living 
costs, according to a report to the 
labor department by Florence E. 
Parker, made public today. 

Although the societies sell goods 
at prices prevailing in their com- 
mynities, tkey return dividends 
ranging up to 10 per cent annually 
to members, the report showed. 

The report also indicated that 
approximately 1,281,000 consumers 
hold membership in the societies, 
which do business of $200,000,000 a 
year. The number is increasing 
daily, it was explained. 

The labor department’s study 
does not include producers’ co- 
operative societies, which now are 
doing millions of dollars’ worth of 
business annually. 


Method of Operation. 


The method of operation of the 
consumers’ co-operative society is 
to sell commodities at prevailing 
prices, returning to the members 
the surplus above cost and man- 
agement in the form of annual divi- 
dends. Capital is obtained through 
stock sold only, as a rule, to mem- 
bers. 

Commodities handled include gro- 
ceries, meats, meat products, bak- 
ery goods, milk, dry goods, wom- 
en’s clothing, millinery, boots and 
shoes, students’ supplies, feed, fuel, 
winers’ supplies, grain, fertilizers, 
lumber, farm machinery and hard- 
ware. 

Growth of Movement. 

The report made public today 
deals with preliminary studies in an 
extensive survey of the growth of 
the co-operative society movement 
in the United States. So far the de- 
partment has been able to study 
only 85 organizations. The average 
membership per society was found 
to be 427 and ranges from 35 to 
1,700. 

A few societies reported they op- 
erate chains of stores, although 
most have but one. Membership 
fees range from 25 cents to $10 and 
stock from $5 to $100 per share. 
The average value of stock for the 
societies reporting was 41 per mem- 
ber, indicating a capital investment 
of more than $40,000,000. Average 
monthly sales range from $2,359 for 
one small society to $78,450.

Grady Goode, who is Of- 
ficer Goode’s son, is prominently 
connected with the Atlanta offices 
of the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph company, and both he 
and the happy grandfather are re- 
ceiving many congratulations.

The selection of investments under 
such cir¢umstances is often a diffi- 
cult matter; therefore it is advis- 
able, when investing, to consult 
with someone who is thoroughly 
familiar with the provisions of tne 
revenue law pertaining to tax ex- 
emption. In the following article 
some of the features of this prob- 
lem are outlined. It must always 
be remembered, however, that a de- 
Cision as to the proper investments 
to make will depend in each in- 
stance upon the particular circum- 
stances of the case. 

Under our federal revenue law 
the interest on all domestic rail- 
road, public utility and industrial 
bonds is subject to income tax, 
whether owned by residents or non- 
residents. The interest on all bonas 
of foreign countries or corporations 
is also subject to such tax when 
these bonds are owned by citizens 


4 Or residents of the United States. 
However, because of the prevailnig| 


high rates of surtax, the net return 
to wealthy investors on such securi- 
ties is comparatively small, and in 
consequence there is a large de- 
mand for bonds the income from 
which is exempt from taxation. 
Included among tax-exempt secu- 
rities are the obligations of States, 
territories, or any political subdi- 
ysion thereof, or the District of 
Columbia. Political subdivisions of 
a state or territory as defined by 
the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue include special assessment dis- 
tricts such as road, water, sewer, 
gas, light, reclamation, drainage, 
irrigation, levee, school, harbor, 
port improvement, and similar dis- 
tricts, and divisions of a state or 
territory. The interest on bonds is- 


| Sued by any guch districts is ex- 


empt from taxation under the fed- 
eral laws, but if a state or muni- 
cipal bond is bought at a discount 
the amount, in excess of the price 
paid, received when the bond is sold 
Or retired at maturity is a taxable 


profit. Conversely, if such a bond 
is bought at a premium the differ- 
enec between the amount paid and 
the amount received is deductible as 


a loss In the income tax return. 
Prior to the flotation of the Lib- 
erty loans, the interest on all obli- 
Zations of the Unied States govern- 
ment was exempt from taxation, ex- 
cept estate or inheritance taxes. 
The first Liberty loan 3% per cent 
bonds were issued on that basis, 
but in view of the large amount of 
sovernment war financing that ap- 
peared jnevitable, it was realized 
that it would be impossible to con- 
tinue issuing tax-exempt bonds in- 
definitely; therefore issues of gOv- 
ernment bonds, after September 1, 
1917, were only exempt from tax- 
ation in limited amounts and for 
periods of two and five years us 
provided in the laws authorizing 
the various issues.

Washington, April 4.—Congress is 
about to assume jurisdiction of the 
bureau of efficiency, to obtain ex- 
pert advice on matters pertaining 


to the departments, part?eularly on | 


the need for apppropriations. 

The bureau is now under control 
of the president. Provision for the 
change is contained in the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial non ap- 
propriation bill, which is in con- 
fernce. 

Under existing arrangements, 
elimintion of bureaus, or reductions 
im their personnel, are made after 
hearings before congressional com- 
mittees. Department heads 
their subordinates explain why they 
have asked for this or that appro- 
priation, or why they believe 
bureaus should be expanded. There 
is a constant tendency for the 
bureau chiefs to strive to broaden 
their activities, and a similar ten- 
dency for agencies to persist after 
the need for them have vanished.

Planning for Heavy 
Harvest of Peaches 


Macon, Ga., April 4.—(Special.)— 
Orchardists in middle Georgia agree 
that the heavy rains and winds of 
the last few weeks have not injured 
the prospects for a good peach crop 
this year, but all agree they will be 
mighty glad to see sunshine now 
for several days. If their wishes in 
that respect are granted they expect 
to be able to overcome the _ short 
crop of 1919. 

With the outlook good for this 
year, the orchardists are turning 
their attention to the cost of peach 
labor and kindred subjects. 
While labor is scare and is bound fo 
cause more or less of a problem for 
the peach growers, the matter of 
crates seems to be giving the chief 
concern this year. The crates which 
have been in use for 50 many years 
in shipping the fruit have ad- 
vanced from 14 to 35 cents, the lat- 
est jump being from 28 cents up to 
35 cents. Growers are also being 
made to plank down the cash when 
they take their crates from the fac- 
tory. The crate bills of most of the 
growers reach into the thousands of 
dollars and when that money must 
be paid down in advance it is no 
wonder the peach men live in a state 
of unrest until they actually get 
their fruit picked and shipped and 
the proceeds in their pockets,
